Despite efforts by Germans to 
retain a foothold in Delville wcoi 
an the Somme front have failed, 
iiccording to the London war of- 
ace, which today announces that 
the entire wood is in British pos- 
session. 


The importance which the Ger- 
mans attached to this position is 
indicated by the British statement 
that it was defended by the fa- 
mous Brandenburgers, who were 
driven out in the final onset by 
General Haig's forces. 


Delville wood immediately ad- 
joins 
Longueval, 
a 
portion 
of 
which was shown by last night's 
official statement from London to 
be still in German possession. The 
success of the British announced 
today is expected greatly to facil- 
itate their efforts to clinch their 
hold on Longueval and advancc 
along the road to Bapaume. This 
'highway runs through the village. 


The fighting for Delville wood 
ÎS said by observers to have been 
virtually the fiercest of the war. 
The violence of the British bom- 
bardment is Indicated by an esti- 
mate 
that 
on 
the 
1,000-yard 
front 
during 
one 
period 
three 
ihells fell on every yard. 


The battle at Verdun is still 
raging v/ith violence. 
Paris re- 
ports a German effort to attack at 
the Thiaumont work northeast of 
the citadel, which was checked in 
its 
preparatory 
period 
by 
the 
French artillery fire. The clearing 
of German trenches at Auberive in 
the Champagne by a Russian re- 
connoiterin?: party 
is 
also

nounced in the Paris statement. 
T'^e Russians returned with some 
prisoners. 


The Russian advance 
directed 
at Brody in northeastern Galicîa 
is continuing successfully, Petre- 
P3:ad announces. The Russians are 
hammering at the Austrian lines 
in the Slonevka region, from which 
river 
General 
Skahoroff's 
forces 
have driven the Austrians back to 
the Boldurovka, a branch of the 
Styr which runs through Brody. 
The Russian movement here is an 
enveloping one which threatens, if 
pushed, to compel the evacuation 
of Brody and facilitate an advance 
toward Lemberg along this line.

As the legal 
battle comes on they 
are sure to

brought to the rront, however, and pos- 
sibly at a critical moment. 


There is the young man who was ae- 
fountable for t^he delicate condition of 
the girl which caused her to visit a phy- 
sician. 
There are close friends of tho 
Lawson family who claim to know some- 
thing of the doctor's visits to the Law- 
son home, Prosecutor Emrick implies. 


All these people will be called before 
the jury when Dr. McCausland makes 
a fight, for the second time, to prove 
that he did not 
attempt

criminal 
treatment. 
He has no comment to make 
on the subject except to declare that he 
is innocent.

Germans Execute English 
Steamer ®Chief After 
Court-Martial. 


ATTEMPTED TO RAM 
GERMAN SUBMARINE 


Pays Penalty with Life, 
Though Not Belonging 
to Armed Forces. 


Berlin, 
July 
28.—(Via 
Sayville) — 
Captain Charles Fryatt, of the British 
Great Eastern Railroad steamship Brus- 
sels, which vessel 
was 
captured by 
(rerman destroyers last month and tak- 
en into Zeebrugge, has been executed 
by shooting after trial before a Ger- 
man naval court-martial. 


The death sentence was passed upon 
Captain Fryatt because of his alleged 
action in attempting previously to ram 
a German submarine. 


Testimony 
Avas 
presented 
at 
the 
court-martial to show that while Cap- 
tain Fryatt did not belong to the armed 
forces, he had attempted on March 28, 
1915, while near the Maas light ship, 
to ram the German submarine U-33. 


Captain Fryatt and the first officer 
and the first engineer of the Brussels 
received from the 
British 
admiralty 
gold watches for "brave conduct" and 
were mentioned in the house of com- 
mons. 


The submarine U-33, according to the 
official account of the trial, had'-signal- 
led to the British steamer to show her 
flag and to stop but Captain Fryatt 
did not heed, and it is alleged, turned 
at 
high speed toward the submarine, 
which 
escaped only by diving 
imme- 
diately 
several 
yards below the 
sur- 
face. " Capt. Fryatt, the official state- 
ment says, admitted that he had follow- 
ed the instructions of the British ad- 
miralty. 
Sentence was confirmed and 
the captain was executed and shot for 
a "franc tiereur crime against 
armed 
German sea forces."

Se\''eral German warships 
dashed out of the naval base at /Zee- 
brugge and escorted the Brussels back 
to the Belgian harbor. 
On board the

ber of Belgian women and children, re- 
fugees, and she carried an all-British 
crew of 44 men. 
Included in the cargo 
were 400 tons of margarine and quan- 
tities of fresh butter and meat. Dutch 
newspapers said it was generally be- 
lieved that the captin-e of the 
Brus- 
sels was brought about by a passenger 
who said he was an American but who 
was believed to be a German.

remained on deck throughout the voy- 
age and was said to have signaled with 
lights with the result that the German 
warships steamed

Strike Will Spread Unless 
Men's Demands Are Met, 
Is Prediction. 


New Y'oi^, July 28.—The national or-. 
ganization of the- street 
raihvay 
em- 
ployes today continued efforts to union- 
ize all the motormen and conductors of 
New York city. 
Its leaders predicted, 
that if the street railway company did 
inot yield to their demands in the Bronx 
and Westchester county, the strike in 
these districts would spread throughoiit 
the city. 


Officers of the carmen's 
organization, 
said that arrangements for the fight in 
New York had been in progress for sev- 
eral months and that a fund of $750,000 
was on hand for use in the event of a 
general tie up on subway, surface and 
elevated lines. 


Edward A. Maher, jr., general manager 
of the Union railway company, declared 
that w t h adequate police protection the 
strike would be broken by Saturday. He 
denied that there 
was 
danger of the 
strike spreading. After a day marked by 
rioting and bloodshed, the operation 
of 
cars in the Bronx was suspended at 9 
o'clock last night but the company an- 
nounced the cars would 
be 
operated 
again this morning. 
The 
police made 
nearly one hundred arrests 
yesterday 
and last night, but the strike leaders as- 
serted that few of the men arrested were 
members of the unipn. 


It is estimated that more than one 
hundred persons were injured in clashes 
between strike breakers and rioters and 
the police. 
Twenty 
cars 
were badly 
damaged. "No attempt has been made to 
fasten on the strikers blame for the fatal 
accident that occurred in the Bronx late 
last night. 
In this 
accident a strike 
breaker acting as niotorman, was killed 
and two policemen and t'iiree 
strike 
guards employed by the railway com- 
pany were hurt. 
Their car jumped the 
track and struck an iron pillar and five 
minutes later three empty^ cars in some 
mysterious manner rolled down a steep 
hill and crashed into the wreckage.

Washington,

United 
States during the first six months of the 
year, produced 3,290 tons of concentrated 
tungsten ore, valued at nine million dol- 
lars, more than ever before mined 
in 
twelve months, the geological survey re- 
ported today. 
Prices 
reached a point 
ten times higher than normal. The un- 
precedented demand -was caused by need 
of tungsten to temper high speed tools 
for war steel supplies. 


"In tungsten mining camps the excite- 
ment that followed the increase of prices 
was similar to that caused by important 
gold discoveries," said the geological sur- 
vey's report. Nederland, Colorado, a vil- 
lage of two or three dozen homes, sud- 
denly became a town of 3,000 or more in- 
habitants.

SOURCE OF THE RUMOR.

New York, July 28.—Another

ciraistantial report regarding the where- 
abouts of the German merchant super- 
submarine Bremen,

expected at 
some American port, is that the ship 
has been captured by British patrolling 
squadrons and is today tied up in the 
northwest arm in the harbor of Hali- 
fax, N. S. 


The report of the capture which is 
published here today, is given in a let- 
ter said to have been written by' the 
secretary of a high Canadian offlcSil to 
a business man of {his city. 
The let,- 
ter is declared to 
have 
been mailed 
from Btiffalo, N. Y.. two days ago and 
therefore could not have been subjected 
to the scrutiny of the Canadian censor. 
The letter was written in confidence, it 


is stated, but the information it con- 
tained was divulged by the recipient to 
a friend in the course of an argument 
as to whether or not the Bremen could 
pass throug the British barrier. 


The letter says: 
"You seem in New Y'ork to be wor- 
ried about the Bremen. 
There is real- 
ly no cause for worry, ior at the pres- 
ent time she is tied up in what we call 
the Northwest arm in the harbor of 
Halifax and la being well taken care 
of." 


The Bremen, the second imit of Ger- 
many's proposed merchant 
submarine 
fleet, has been dna for some days in an 
American 
port. 
Private 
information 
was to the effect that srie had been or- 
dered to make New York harbor if pos- 
sible. but in the event that this was 
not feasible, she was to go to any oth- 
er American port that press^ited a fav- 
orable opportunity for entrance.

Deutschland was

to be aboard. 
The long delay of the Deutschland now

was received from her sister ship, the 
Bremen, took on appearance of fact 
today when it was learned from a 
source regarded as reliable that she 
would not sail until official informa- 
tion had been received from the Bre- 
men by her agents here..' This seems 
borne out by the statement of Captain 
König at the custom nouse last Wed- 
nesday when he was given clearance 
that 
circumstances 
and 
conditions 
over which he nor his agents had con- 
trol, were delaying his departure from 
this port. 
The Deutschland Is loaded, 
her cargo has been carefully trimmed, 
the machinery satisfactorily tested, it 
Is understood and the underwater liner 
Is ready to sail on short notice.

London, July 10,—(Correspondence of 
The Associated Press).—^A new epoch in 
shipbuilding which has been inaugurated 
by 
the 
formation of a "Standardized 
Ship Ojnstruction company," with a cap- 
ital of $1,500,000, had its inception from 
the United States, whenc« the first sug- 
gestion of standardization emanated. The 
plans are provided for the construction 
at (^hepstowe of ten large ships at 
the 
same time, of a standardized type, 8,000 
tons dead weight with a length of from 
450 feet to 660 feet, while machinery will 
alM be especially designed for producing 
standard parts of hulls and engines. 


The scheme is backed by tue leading 
shipping interests of Great Britain and

be well suited for the South Wales ports, 
to carry coal out and bring back grain. 


This preparation for current and after 
war needs will probably soon extend to 
an empire shipbuilding development and 
in addition to one large British firm al- 
ready engaged in shipbuilding in Canada, 
three others, Vickers, Cammell Laird and 
John Brown Co., of Clydebank, are re- 
ported to be planning to start shipbuiM- 
ing in that part of the empire. 
It 
is 
thought that these ideas or rumnrs if 
they come to fruition 
will in a large 
measure solve the difficulty of congestion 
of labor and output 
in 
many of the 
crowded areas of Great Britain, as the 
firms mentioned are sure to take a large 
number of workmen to their new yards. 


The establishment of the standardized 
idea and the extension of shipbuilding to 
other parts of the empire is necessary in 
view of the treemndous boom now in 
progress in neutral countries especially 
the United States, where it is thought 
the cost of production after the war will 
be very little less than 
here—labor 
charges in Great Britain being bound to 
rise after peace is declared.

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The Auditorium 
Project 
Again. 


The Sentinel is immensely gratified to note a renewal of the pro- 
posal to provide a municipally-owned auditorium and convention hall 
in Fort Wayne, a reiiewal of effort, too, upon a basis that gives prom- 
ise of substantial results. The board of public works, in collaboration 
with an advisory committee from the centennial association, has held a 
preliminary meeting, discussed the matter in its various phases, and 
arranged for submission to the city council a proposal for a general 
¡election to secure definite approval and authorization to proceed with 
|the work at a cost that shall not be in excess of $225,000. 


The entire proposition is, of course, dependent upon public sanc- 
i ó n at the polls of the expenditure of city funds for this purpose, 
whether these funds be raised by means of a bond issue or by the 
"Creation of a sinking fund as was the ease with the construction of 
the municipal lighting sj'-stem. The latter course would inevitably 
jnean delay of some years, and it will be infinitely better if some plan 
can be devised that will permit the work to be undertaken within 
the year. 


We take it that there will be very little real opposition to the 
auditorium proposal. The need is so apparent and so generally recog- 
nized that argument along that line is entirely unnecessary. For years 
it has been realized that Fort "Wayne has beén hampered by lack of 
facilities for holding big conventions, expositions and similar gather- 
ings where thousands of people must be accommodated. 
No less a 
personage than Ex-President Taft, during his visit to Fort Wayne in 
June, called our attention to this one thing in which as a city we were 
lacking, and cited results of his wide observation in other American 
cities which had not been so remiss in their duties in this direction 
as have we. Previous activity in behalf of a great convention hall 
here has made it apparent that there is little promise of success in 
any other avenue than the municipal plan in which the entire city 
will own, control and enjoy the privileges of the structure. We be- 
lieve the people want the auditorium. 
We believe they will vote to 
build it. We shall be glad to «ee the proposal put up to the voters of 
Fort Wayne for an expression, confident that they will sanction the 
project by a very decisive majority. 


The recent killing of two policemen at Richmond while they 
were attempting to make an arrest in performance of their regular 
duties has raised an interesting and important point as to the applica- 
tion of the state workmen's compensation law in the case. 
The 
Richmond city controller was arranging to begin the payment of 
weekly installments to the widows of the slain policemen when the' 
city attorney intervened with the declaration that the law is not clear 
as to cases of this sort, and he demands an interpretation of the 
statute before the city begins making payments. 
Without laying 
especial claim to legal acumen, the average individual will find it 
difficult to see how the municipality, ^as an employer, can expect to 
escape the obligation that rests upon other corporations or upon the 
private individual as an employer. If there is doubt in the situa^on, 
however, it will be well to have it definitely cleared up.

Yet that 
battery had lost more than half Its 
men from shots the unseen enemy had 
planted. 
In the trench fightiijg, shrap- 
nel showered from hidden guns, bombs 
thrown by hands unobserved sailed over 
the defenses, always there was a chance 
of death from 
hidden 
sharpshooters. 
When the trench fighting is broken by 
an offensive movement, there is a long 
period of terrible cannonading to be en- 
dured Btocially.

In such warfare, there is little of the 
old fury and aitivity to fan courage 
to high heat.

Report Commends 
Their 
Work During Zep Raids 
and Irish Rebellion. 


London, 
July 
28.—Telephone 
girls' 
bravery during Zeppelin raids and the 
Irish rebellion which they helped 
to 
quell featured the annual report of the 
postoffice department in conjunction with 
which the telephone system in this coun- 
try is operated by the government. 


"When the Zeppelin raids have been 
anticipated, sometimes when they have 
been going on," says the report, "the 
women have come out of their Ixomea to 
their work—even when bombs were drop- 
ping. 
They have played an important 
part in the scheme of air-raid warnings 
and have set a very good example to the 
whole country. 


"In Dublin, when the bullets were fly- 
ing and the fires were raging, the women 
stuck to their work in tlie exchange, ana 
it was due to them that communication 
was kept up and that we were able to 
obtain the military forces which sup- 
pressed the rebellion," 


More than 25,000 women have replaced 
men in positions in the postoffice de- 
partment and telephone system, the re- 
port further shows. Out of 90,000 men 
of military age in these departments, 
56,000 have joined the colors and 21,700 
others have attested and only await the 
call to arms.

Massachusetts and New York in their 
endeavor to secure a fund of $100,000 
which is to be e.xpended during the next 
three years in an effort to control the 
spread of tuberculosis by the National 
Association for the Study and Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis, as announced 
in 
a bulletin issued by that 
organization 
today. 


More than fifty different towns and 
villages, 
ranging 
in 
population 
from 
four to ten thousand inhabitants each, 
have been suggested as po.ssibie places 
for the experiment, and the State Char- 
ities Aid Association of New York, the 
Maiisachusetts 
Department 
of 
Health 
and the W-il organizations in many of 
the towns are urging their claims with 
vigor. 
Among the towns wliicli are be- 
ing considced carefully are 
Canandai-

Norwood, in Ma.<?sachusetts.

German Troops Unmoved 
by New Oifensive on the 
East Front. 


(•erman 
Hondquarters, 
(Via Berlin 
and Ixindon), July 28.—The Russian ef- 
forta to break the German lines at va- 
rious points on this front which 
The 
Associated I'ress correspondent has had 
an unuaually favorable opportunity of 
inspecting in the last few days, have 
neither affected tho front, nor—what is 
perhaps equally iinportant—the moralt 
of tho (ierman troops. 
The correspon- 
dent has viewed the great sectors of 
the front from south of Kekekau to a 
point well south of Fredrichstad; 
has 
stood in the trenches among the devas- 
tation 
of gun fire and talked 
freely 
with the men engaged; 
he 
also has 
mingled 
with 
the 
troops 
behind 
the 
front and had endeavored in every way 
possible to find some indication of a 
falling off in the morale of the 
fight- 
ing spirit. 


At one barracks the commander said 
to the soldiers. "Here is an American 
newspaper correspondent; tell him all 
he wants. 
T am leaving him here alone 
and shall not try to find out what ques- 
tions he asks nor what you told him." 
The commander and ail other officers 
then left the barracks r.nd the soldiers 
answered every question put to them 
with the utmost frankness. 
. 


The corresnondont who had been cau- 
tioned that he was likely to find muc' 
anti-American 
feeling 
among 
the 
troops, put que.'itions designed to dis- 
cover 
if such sentiment 
existed. 
AM 
the men questioned declared they knew 
nothing of the existence of such a feel- 
ing. 
One soldier summed up their atti- 
tude as follows: "Some Americian am- 
munition is being used here but 
that 
is a political question and we do not 
know much about politics. 
We don't 
hate anybody. We don't hate the Rus- 


sians. 
It is war and we aro here to 
fight and we are going to keep right 
on 
fighting 
xintil the enemy has had 
enough, whether it lasts one year or 
ten." 


The men were well clothed and plain- 
ly well fed. 
Tho day previously 
the 
correspondent inspected a division com- 
missary and obtained from the quarter-- 
master a list of the rations. Inquiries 
among the men confirmed this ration. 


Bread (mixed with potato flour), 750 
grammes; meat, 250 grammes; groats, 
125 granunes; butter, 65 grammes; cof- 
fee, 24 grammes; »alt, 25 grammes; tea, 
three grammes; 
Sugar, 
17 grammes; 
cheese, 25 grammes; 
wheat flour, 75 
grammes. 
There are two meatless days 
weekly, on one fish is substituted and 
on the other stewed fruits with rice. 
When the water in the trenches is bad 
the tea and sugar rations are doubled. 
Two cigars and two cigarettes are is- 
sued daily to ea<'h man. 
In addition 
every 
battalion 
has its 
own 
canteen 
where 
cakeg and 
canned 
fruits, 
etc., 
can be bought. 


A number of the men were asked if 
the rations were sufficient. None were 
found who 
did not 
express 
complete 
satisfaction. 
The daily meat ration for 
the soldiers equals the weekly allowance 
in Bejlin and the butter allowance is 
more than quadruple that in the cap- 
ital. 
Rations in other things are in 
the same proportion.

HNO MOCH BEKZOI 
ACID AOULTERATE 


Admittance of Bad Chem- 
ical Into United States 
is Refused. 


Washington, July 28.—Recent examin- 
ations by the chemists engaged in the 
enforcement of the food and drugs act 
of shipments of benzoic acid offered for 
entry into the United States have re- 


vealed that much of it Is adulterated 
with boric «Old. 
This adulteration 
is 
probably due to the high price which 
bcnzoic acid now commands owing to Its 
scarcity. 
It is quoted «-t about $11 per 
pound, while the price of high grade 
boric acid is only 20 to 25 cents per 
pound. 
As some of the shipments of 
benzoic acid have been found to contain 
as much as 30 per cent boric acid, the 
enormous profit in this form of adultera- 
tion is apparent. 


The officials in charge of the enforce- 
ment of the food and drugs act are of 
tho opinion that benzoic acid containing 
bono acid is adulterated, and that ship- 
ments of such a mixture offered for en- 
try into the United States should be de- 
nied admission under the food and drugs 
act.

Washington, July 28.—Enrollment of 
civilians for the forthcoming cruise on 
United States Avarahips 
is 
proceeding 
witli indications that the experiment is 
popular, and there is no doubt that the 
full quota of 2,000 citizen sailors, rang- 
ing all the way from 19 to 45 years of 
age, will be ready to carry dunnage bagi 
aboard the practice fleet on August 15. 
The men will board the ships at the 
ports nearest their home, and in the 
month's duration of the cruise will be 
given experience in almost every form 
of naval life from swabbing decks to 
firing big guns. The enrollment thus far 
shows men of all trades and professions-, 
many prominent atid wealthy, who arc 
enthusiastic over this new plan of naval 
preparedness. Assistant Secretary Roose- 
velt, of the navy department, expects to 
spend at least some of the month as one 
of the citizen bluejackets. 


Rear Admiral J. M. Helm, who is at 
present in charge of 
the naval militia 
cruise, will be commander-m-chief of the 
civilian cruise also,. and will use the 
same warships. 
The vessels,

ports from which they will sail, are: 
The Virginia, from Portland, Me.; the 
licarsage, from Boston, Mass.; the IHi-

Militarism is in its death throes as 
the second year of the war closes. It 
is fighting on the defensive, and 1» ap- 
proaching inevitable surrender. 


The allies have demonstrated 
that 
they must continue the conflict in- 
definitely to defaat the militarists of 
Germany. 
There are signs that the 
German people are realizing this fact, 
and, to save their empire, eventually 


will refuse to accept the policies of 
professional soldiers. 


This is the main result of Europe's 
two years of warfare: 
Germany will 
survive the war; but Prussian militar- 
ism will not. 


The second year of the conflict has 
given the central empires a stronger 
territorial hold on Russia, and has seen 
the complete conquest of Serbia. 
It 
has also witnessed a large victory In 
Asia Minor by Russia, and the loss 
to Germany of almost all that re- 
mained of her colonial empire. 


But the study of military maps has 
no longer the importance it had earlier 
in the war. 


The Russians may gain Galicia and 
may enter northern and eastern Hun- 
gary; the British and Pi-ench may com- 
pel a large retirement of the Germans 
in the west; nevertheless, it Is not es- 
sential thai these victories be won in 
order to defeat Germany. 


Prussian militarism cannot survive 
sending men after men to be exterm- 
inated while the German 
population 
at home is compelled to live on ever 
shortening rations, 
j The vital fact of the second year of 
• the war has been the failure of the 
central powers to devise a way to 
break through the British blockade and 
provide adequate food supplies for the 
German people. 


Prussian militarism foresaw an as- 
tonishingly large number of things that 
would happen in a world war: but It 
has shown during the past year that It 
. did not foresee the necessity for pro-> 
viding for the wants of the German 
civilian population during a protracted 
struggle. 


As the conflict enters upon Its third 
year, the German civilians are assum- 
ing greater and greater importance in 
the German empire. 
When their in- 
fluence 
becomes sufficiently dominant 
to overbear the milUarists, the war -will 
end. 


Thus, the war ill its third year will 
take on an entirely new aspeot.

Victories, in the old seaee, are no 
longer necessary to success. 


At the p^ce conierencc, the control- 
ling influence will rest with that side 
which can kill in larger numbers. 
This 
control, of course, must be exercised 
within limits, but it will make the ac- 
tual areas of conquered territory held 
by either side of secondary importance. 


Three great nations are now at work 
killing Germans. 


The Germans are slaughtering in re- 
tiirn, but the losses of the allies are di- 
vided among the British, French and 
Russians. 


The losses inflicted by the three allies 
fall upon the Germans exclusively, ex- 
cept along a small part of the eastern 
front, where the Austro-Hungarians are 
making a stand. 


It would take a long time to kill off- 
enough Germans to compel the Teutons 
to retreat to their frontiers on all sides. 
This ie not to be looked fon It is the 
killing that counts, while even more and 
more food tickets are being issued at 
home. 


No country on short rations can con- 
tinue the strain indefinitely of sending 
its men against the machine 
guns of 
three enemies at once in a permanently 
defensive campaign. 


For a long time, Germany's heavy cas- 
ualties were borne with fortitude, and in 
fact, with pride, because lier armies wero 
wiiming successes in east and west. Now, 
however, the possibility of gaining fur- 
ther field successes Avhich can have any 
meaning for Germany has vanished. 


Hereafter, certainly two and possibly 
three Germans are destined to fall for 
each single casualty in the ranks of any 
one of the three nations that are at- 
tacking the German fronts. 


Tliese are the facts that point to the 
coming collapse of Prussian militarism. 
The diplomats of the allies have assist oii 
in the work by announcing thoy have 
no desire to crush Germany. The mili- 
tarists, therefore, are unable to urge 
tbeir 
conquering 
ideals 
upon 
civiliiui 
public opinion as the only alternative 
to the Wotting out of the German na- 
tion. 


How soon the inevitable overthrow of 
the militarists will happen cannot be 
foretold. The degree of persistence with 
which the allies continue their attacks 
will have much influence on the quick 
strengthening of civilian opinion in Ger- 
many. 


The growth of this opinion and its 
'gradual seizure of -power-in Berlin wil" 
be tbc most important factor to watch 
n all the belligerent nations during the 
hird year of the war. It is destined 
0 bring the war to an end on the grave 
f Prussian militarism, alter which it 
nay begin the creation of a new Ger- 
lany for the future.

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This is blackberry pie season—the 
time when the small boy begs black- 
berry pie between meals and. the big 
boy snitches blackberry pie from the 
Ice chest for the midnight lunch. 


Here Is a recipe for real good, sum- 
mery blackberry pie: 


The crust should be firm, yet rich 
and tender. 
To make a paste of this 
quality, measure 1 quart pastry flour, 
% cup lard, % cup butter. Chill these 
ingredients and have a cup of 
ice 
water at hand. 


Sift % teaspoon of salt with 
the 


flour, chop In the lard, mix to a very 
stiff dough with a little water, then 
chop in the butter and set on the lee 
three hours. Roll out on a well floured 
board to % Inah in tlhickness. Line a 
deep pie plate with the paste. 


Wash 1 quart of fine ripe blackber- 
ries and dredge with flour. 


Mix with 1 heaping cup of sugar 
and spread over the paste lined plate. 
Dot with bits of butter, add the upper 
crust, perforating same for escape of 
steam. 


Bake to a golden brown. 
Dredging 
the fruit with flour thickens the juice.

WIERE RUSSIANS IN 
FRANCE R N D W 


Troyes a Former Center of 
the Hosiery Industry 
of France. 


Washington, D. C., July 27.—Troyes, 
which has been the concentration camp I 
of the Russian 
troops 
brought 
to j 
France to aid In 
the 
allies' 
drive j 
against the Germans, Is the subject of j 
today's war geography bulletin of the 
National Geographic society. 


"Before the outbreak of the Euro- 
pean war the town of Troyes, situated 
100 miles southeast of Paris, and 175 
miles west of the Alsatian frontier, 
was known to American importers as 
one of the centers of the silk, cotton 
and woolen hosiery Industrj- of France. 


"As the chief town of the depart- 
ment of the Aube, this ancient capital 
of Champagne, with a population of 
about 50,000, Is charmingly situated on 
an alluvial plain, with the Seine flow- 
ing to the east, and its narrow, crooked 
streets intersected here and there by 
canals. 


"The 
history 
of 
Troyes 
includes 
many stirring and dramatic episodes. 
W^en the Romans came they gave the 
name ^f Augustobona to this capital 
of the Celtic Trlcassi. 
One of 
the 
heroic figures of Its early Christian 
days was St. Loup, or Lupus, the in- 
trepid bishop who succeeded in per- 
suading the supposedljr ruthless Hun, 
Attila, to spare the town. 
But there 
was no diplomatic churchman to stay 
the hand of conquering Normans dur- 
ing the closing years of the ninth cen- 
tury; they sacked the town, leaving It 
a heap of rulna. 
Shortly after this 
calamity the power of the bishops and 
of the nuns in the famous abbey of 
Notre-Dame-aux-Nonnalns 
began 
to 
wane and authority was transferred to 
the counts of Troyes, afterward known 
as the counts of Champagne. 


"For a short time during the 100 
years' war the city was the seat of 
the royal government of France during 
the period when the country was being 
devastated by foes at home as well aa 
by those abroad, while the mad king, 
Charles VI, raved neglected, at Senlls. 
It was at thils ebb tide of France's na- 
tional pride that the Treaty of Troyes 
was signed in 1420, whereby Henry V, 
of England, was made regent of the 
kingdom, and the dauphin, afterward 
to become Charles VII, was declared 
illegitimate. 
To make 
the 
bargain 
more secure the new ruler took as his 
bride Catherine, the dauphin's sister, 
and the marniage was solemnized In 
the church of St. Jean, one of tihe four- 
teentih century edifices which Troyes 
stlil treasures as a show place. 


"Nine years after this treaty and 
marriage Troyes 
was 
redeemed for 
France by Joan of Arc while she wsa 
mardhln« toward Rheims, at the head 
of 12,000 troops, to attend the corona- 
tion of the unworthy dauphin. 


"Folio«« Ing this momentous 
per!>i 
Troyes t nrered upon an era of grea'. 
prosperity, and by the middle of the 
seventeenth century had a populati-m 
about equal to its present sise. During, 
ttiat time Proteatantlsm had eiijpyed 
consl4*rabl« rseognttlon tn the city, ao 
that <h« 
«i tlM Bdtot a t 


Nantes in 1685 struck a 
staggering 
blow to 
the community's 
industrial 
life, the population falling in a short 
time to 12,000. 


"Troyes boasts a large gallery of 
distinguished citizens and of these none 
did more for his birthplace thao the 
humble son of a shoemaker wh ) be- 
came Urban IV, the pope from whose 
thirty-three years incumbency 
dated 
the preponderance of 
French influ- 
ence in the 
councils 
of the church, 
loading evenutally to the removal of 
the papal court from Rome to Avignon, 
and 
indirectly 
bringing 
about 
the 
great schism, Urban gave to Troyes 
a gon» 
(if 
rothic architectur3, 
ihe 
church of Ft. Urbain, one of tho mo<-i 
b<;autîful ecclesiastical 
structu es r.f 
the tirirttienth centurj'. Here alsJ 
fr.in ChriiUji'i) de Troyes, 
the 
great 
French poet .and founder of the nao • 
dicvai o.viily romance, and an adapt- 
er of Arthurian legends to t h j uses 
of French literature cf his d.iv.

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The Auditorium Project Again. 


The Scntiuel is immensely gratified to note a renewal of the pro- 


posal to provide a municipally-owned auditorium and convention hall 
in Fort Wayne, a renewal of effort, too, upon a basis that gives prom- 
ise of substantial results.

Militarism is in its deatu throes as 


the second year of the war closes. It 
is fighting on the defensive, and is ap- 
proaching inevitable surrender. 


The allies have demonstrated that 


they must continue the conflict in- 
definitely to defeat the militarists of. 
Germany. 
There are signs that the 


German people are realizing this fact, 
and, to save their empire, eventually 


will refuse to . accept the policies ol 
professional soldiers. 


This is the main result of Europe's 


two years o£ warfare: 
Germany will 


survive the war; but Prussian militar- 
ism will not. 


The second year of the conflict has 


given the central empires a stronger 
territorial hold on .Russia, anil has seen, 
the complete conquest of Serbia. 
It 


has also witnessed a large victory in 
Asia Minor by Russia, and the loss 
to Germany of almost all that re- 
mained of her colonial empire. 
' 
But the study o£ military maps has 


no longer the importance it had earlier 
in the war. 


The Russians may gain Galicia and 


may enter northern and eastern Hun- 
gary; the British and Erench may com- 
pel a large retirement of the Germans 
in the west; nevertheless, it'is not es- 


i I sential that these victories be won in 


order to defeat Germany. 


Prussian militarism cannot survive 


sending men after men to be exterm- 
inated while the German population 
at home is compelled to live on ever 
shortening rations. 


The vital fact of the second year of 


the war has been the failure of the 
central powers to devise a way to 
break through the British blockade and 
provide adequate food supplies for the 
German people. 


Prussian militarism foresaw an as- 


tonishingly large number of things thai 
would happen in a world war; but it 
has shown during the past year that it 
did not foresee the necessity for pro- 
viding for the wants ol the German 
civilian population during a protractec 
struggle. 


As the conflict enters upon its third 


year, the German civilians are assum 
ing greater and 'greater importance in 
the German empire. When their in- 
fluence becomes sufficiently dominant 
to overbear the militarists, the war will 
end. 


Thus, the war in its third year will 


take on an entirely n<nv aspect. 


Victories, in the old sense, are no 


onger necessary to success. 


At the peace conference, tho control- 


ing influence will rest with, that side 
which can kill in larger numbers. This 
control, of course, must be exercised 
within limits, but it will make the ac- 
tual areas of conquered territory held 
by either side of secondary importance. 


Three great nations are now at work 


killing Germans. 


The Germans are slaughtering in re- 


turn, but the losses of the allies are di- 
vided among the British, French and 
Russians. 


The losses inflicted by the three allies 


fall upon the Germans exclusively, ex- 
cept along a small part of the eastern 
front, where the Austro-Hungarians arc 
making a stand. 


It would take a long time to kill off 


enough Germans to compel the Teutons 
to retreat to their frontiers on all sides. 
This is not to be looked for. It is the 
killing that counts, while even more ana 
more food tickets are being issued at 
home. 


No country on short rations can con-

pean war the town of Troyes, situated 
100 miles southeast of Paris, and 175 
miles west of the Alsatian frontier, 
was known to American importers as 
one of the centers of the fllk, cotton 
and woolen hosiery industry of France. 


"As the chief town of the depart- 


ment of the Aube, this ancient capital 
of Champagne, with a population of 
about 60,000, is charmingly situated on 
an alluvial plain, with tho Seine flow- 
ing to the east, and its narrow, crooked 
streets Intersected here and there by 
canals. 


•"Phe history of Troyes includes 


many stirring and dramatic episodes.
